Bryce was born to Mr. and Mrs. Homer

College, Winfield, Kansas, Bryce spent 
summers of 1960, 61, and 62 at Univer- 
sity of Northern Colorado at Greeley, 
Colorado working on his Master’s De- 
gree in Sociology. In 1954 and 1955, he

2 =* and University of Wisconsin to do addi- 
tional work in Economics. 

Professional experience began at Dodge City Senior High School 
where he instructed social science and physics from 1930 to 1946. 
From 1946 until 1973, Bryce was an instructor of social science at 
Dodge City Community College and served as Acting Dean in 1958- 
59 





Professional positions included: Member of the Board of the KSTA 
and mernber of KSTA and NEA from 1930 to 1973. In 1960, Bryce 
was Vice President for Southwest Kansas District of the KSTA and 
helped to plan the KSTA Convention in Dodge City and presided at 
the KSTA Convention held in Dodge City, Kansas. 

Bryce married the late Helen Lighter of Dodge City in 1933 and they 
have one daughter, Lynn Wilkerson, and two sons, Ralph Glecker an 
Philip Gleckler with six grandchildren. 

One of the top honors a teacher can receive is the Kansas Master 
Teacher Award. Bryce received this honor in 1965 from the Kansas 
State Teachers College of Emporia, Kansas. Only seven teachers 
teceive this award each year. 

Another honor bestowed upon Bryce was the Glecker-Zollars Hall 
named in his honor in 1982. 

Bryce has been a member of the First United Methodist Church 
acting on the Church Board and as Sunday School Teacher for over 
twenty-five years.

Orville began his career in education 
graduating with an A.A. Degree from 
Tabor College in Hillsboro, Kansas and 
received a B.S. in Business in 1948 from 
Emporia State University. Pursuing 
graduate studies at University of Wyo- 
ming and University of Denver, Orville 
obtained his M.S. in Business in 1951 from Emporia State University. 

His professional experience included: Business Teacher at Hillsboro 
High Schoo}, Hillsboro, Kansas 1948-1956; Superintendent and 
Principal from 1956-1964 at Walton Consolidated Schoolsin Walton, 
Kansas; Counselor at Junction City Senior High School, Junction 
City, Kansas, in 1964-65; with the next 24 years at Dodge City 
Corimunity College in the following positions: 1965-1966 Registrar 
and Director of Admissions, 1966-1969 Dean of Admissions and 
Registrar, 1969-1980 Dean of Instruction, 1980-1988 Dean of Busi- 
ness Services, and 1988-1989 Vice President of Administration. 

During World War II, Orville’s unit served as couriers at the San 
Francisco Conference of World Leaders that met for 2 months in 1945 
to draw up the charter which provided the framework for the United 
Nations. 

He served as the editor of The Kansas Business Teacher, while a 
member of the Kansas Business Teachers Association. Orville had an 
article published in the winter of 1952 ‘‘The Challenges of Extra- 
Curricular Activities” in The National Busi ation Quarterly. 

Professional organizations Orville was active in were Phi Delta 
Kappa, Delta Pi Epsilon and Kansas State Teachers Association. He 
held a lifetime membership in National Education Association. Com- 
munity organizations included American Legion, Kiwanis Club, 
Salvation Army Board and First United Methodist Church. ;
